On Worldly Amusements 


Many professing Christians are per- 
plexed as they face problems of recrea- 
tion and worldly amusement. These 
questions are not so acute for those who 
have suffered much under the chasten- 
ing hand of God, or who are getting on 
in years; but they are very real for those 
who are young and strong and have 
abundant energy and exuberance of 
spirits. But often the problems of life 
are well on the way toward settlement 





if they are carefully analyzed. For a 
doctor, a good diagnosis is half the battle 
against disease; and in business, law, 
science, and other fields, if the factors 
of a problem can be disentangled, the 
answer may not be far to seek. Recently 
the French calendar, Meditations Quo- 
tidiennes, edited by Madame Squire in 
Switzerland, had a very fine comment 
on the question of worldly amusements 
for Christians. The verse chosen for 
the day was 1 Corinthians 10:31, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or 
whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God.” Then follows this comment from 
an anonymous source: “Can a Chris- 
tian play cards, go to the theater or the 
movies, smoke, dance, be a member of 
a worldly society? A negative or af- 
firmative answer to the following seven 
points will solve the question: (1) Will 
these things help me to glorify God? (1 
Cor. 10:31.) (2) Can I practice them in 
the precious name of the Lord Jesus? 
(Col, 3:17.) (3) Will they increase my 


influence for the good of others? (Rom. 
14:7.) (4) Will the time that I give them 
be lost or redeemed? (Eph. 5:15, 16.) (5) 
Will the money that they require bring 
me eternal interest? (Luke 16:9.) (6) 
Will they nourish in me the new nature 
or the old man? (Rom, 8:12, 13.) (7) 
Would I like to be busy in one or the 
other of these things when the Lord 
comes? (1 John 2:28.)" It may be that 
some Christian mother or father is 
greatly concerned over the worldliness 
of a son or daughter who has professed 
faith in Christ, but has grown cold and 
uninterested in the things of God. Or 
it may be that someone who reads these 
lines may have begun to feel that the 
path of faith and obedience is just too 
narrow and unreasonable. Let such a 
one go over this simple questionnaire 
in the presence of God, and his prob- 
lems will soon be solved. Let him re- 
member, too, that the happiest and most 
useful life is one that exactly parallels

trovertible. I have taken a dozen char- 
acteristic sentences from this official pub- 
lication of Yale alcohol science and con- 
fronted them in each case with the latest 
and most authoritative European science. 
These “Documentary Briefs” are with- 
out any substantial comment from the 
compiler save where certain American 
political material is under consideration, 

The first Yale quotation is as follows: 
“The threat of eventual physical disease 
from excessive use of alcohol is espe- 
cially ineffective because it is the least 
important of all dangers.” 

One is amazed that any physiologist 
dare say such a thing. Yet it bears the 
signature of Prof. H. W. Haggard of 
Yale. 

Against this incredible paradox, there 
is an embarrassment of counterevi- 
dence. I have chosen but five docu- 
ments. The first is itself sufficient—the 
rest are added for good measure. 

A medical treatise of encyclopedic 


character has been published in Paris 
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(1948) by the Academy of Medicine. It 
is ir fourteen volumes, and ihe editors 
and contributors include everybody of 


importance in French medicine. It is 
standard in medicine as the standard 
meter kept in Paris is the standard of 
length for all lands. 

The fourth volume, devoted to poi- 
sons and their cure, has as its longest 
contribution, a sixty-page essay on alco- 
hol by Dr, Gounelle of the Research Sec- 
tion of the Foch Medical Hospital. One 
is astonished at the wideness of the im- 
pact of alcoholic disease on the human 
body, as here displayed. “It is certain,” 
says this expert, “that a priori no sys- 
tem or viscera of the body’s economy 
can remain indifferent to the increasing 
aggression of this poison.” 

Dr. Gounelle gives chapter and verse 
for the general statement of Dr. Roch, 
the great clinician of Geneva University, 
that “alcohol is the chief cause of mor- 
bidity and mortality in modern society”; 
and of Dr. Rouvillois; head over all the 
hospitals and medical faculties of France 
(Médicin-Général, Inspecteur), to the ef- 
fect that “alcohol is our scourge Num- 
ber One.” 

To the Yale affirmation that “there is 
no demonstrable, direct, irritating action 
of alcohol on bcdy organs,” it is easy to 
point, with the Pro-Sector of the Path- 
ological Institute of the University of 
Berne, Prof. Dr. Walthard, to the proven 
direct injuries of alcohol on the genital 
organs of both men and women, which 
reach a destructive degree. When Yale 
affirms that “a man drinking a pint of 
whisky daily gets almost half of his 
daily requirements of calories,” cne has 
only to call attention to the recent book 
on vitamins and alimentary deficiencies 
by Prof. Dr, Mouriquand, of the Faculty 
of Lyons, which explains the obvious 
difference between alimextary calories 
and toxic calories, 

Yale tells us that “there is no basis 
for the popular belief that alcohol causes 
inflammation and scarring cf liver tis- 
sue.” Here we draw on the counter 
testimony of four leading contemporary 
authorities. They tell us that “alcohol 
is a cirrhogenetic poison,” that it is a 
malady “most certainly and most ccn- 
clusively dependent on alcoholism,” that 
its relation to alcohol “is practically a 
solved fact.” 

When Yale insists that “scientists have 
not wholly supported the concept that 
alcohol is a poison,” one replies with the 
words of Prof. Dr. Rubnér, of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, “Alcohol is a sneaking, 
insinuating poison, the most dangerous 
of poisons.” Dr. Gonzales, the Medical Ex- 
aminer of New York City, has sent me 
statistics which show that, in 1949, of all 
poison-deaths, those from arsenic, phos- 
phorus, lead, morphine, barbiturates, 


and all others save alcohol, number but 

163: those from alcohol alone, 567! 
“There is no direct 

of alcohol on the brain,” 


irritating. action 
says Yale. 
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Again how do they dare say that? The 
last thing I have noticed on this subject 
is ‘rom Dr. Trotot, chief of the neuro- 
surgical clinic at La Pitié, Paris, who 
describes anatomic lesions in drunkards’ 
brains as attaining to 71% of cases, The 
quotations from Prof. Bleuler’s great 
“Textbook of Psychiatry” simply anni- 
hilate this Yale obiter dictum. 


And the same with alcohol and mor- 
tality, alcohol and heredity, and the re- 
maining exposition which Yale Uni- 
vers.ty, through this book, is presenting 
to the teaching profession of the coun- 
try. One can hardly think of it as 
anything other than depreciation of that 
profession as if any hokjim cculd get by 
with them. 

In contrast to this proposed textbook 
for Americsn puLlic schools, I have 
made extracts from a considerable num- 
ber used in the schools of Sweden. 
Sweish scientists of front rank are 
deeply concerned with the alcohol ques- 
tion, and would not for a moment allow 
any fallacy or inaccuracy to slip into 
texts fcr use by those under public in- 
struction. There is no space here to re- 
count the radical character of the sci- 


entific hostility these textbooks show 
toward alcohol. One splendid book 
called “In ' op Form” is the testimenv 


of twenty eight Swedich giant athlctes 
against both tobacco and alcohol. Let 
me quote two: 

Major Lindman, officer in the Svea 
Artillery Regimert, former chairman of 
the Swedish Sports Union, heclding 
Olympic gold, silver, and other medals 
in modern “five events,” testifies, “Spirits 
and tobacco are destructive things. In- 
deed they are so dangerous that young 
people who use them are o‘ten marked 
by them for li’e.” And Torstén Tegner, 
editor cf the Journal of Sport: “You ask 
of my experience with drink, including 
wine and beer. Well, if I am to engage 
afternoons in a tennis match or a shoot- 
ing competition, even one glass of beer 
at breakfast is enough to make me 
noticeably less accurate and elastic. So 
in all my athletic days—and blessedly 
many they have been—no beer.” 

In one textbook, mention is made of 
the economic waste that drinking entails 
on little Sweden. A pile of kroner (28 
cents each). one upon another, is com- 
pared with the height of Everest, earth’s 
highest mountain. The yearly amount 
spert on alcohol by Sweden is by this 
calculation 10° times as high as mighty 
Everest—952,000 meters as against Ever- 
est’s 8,840. 

There is a chapter in “Wet Science 
Invades the Schools” that counters Yale’s 
comfortable and friendly appraisal of 
brewer and distiller. In it the writer 
had occasion to deyelop some new mate- 
rial relating tc their corruption of poli- 
tics, their mercilessness, their invasion 
not orly of the schools, but of the army. 
I had discovered that American artillery 
in World War II had spared breweries 
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in bombardment whenever possible and 
when all else went down. This pretor- 
ential treatment could not have been 
ordered by any general, but, in my 
judgment, must have come from the 
arch-politician who was at the time Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Whether the great dis- 
aster at Pearl Harbor on Sunday morn- 
ing was due to the drinking on pay day, 
the Saturday before, has been a moot 
question. So I asked Air Captain Mitsuo 
Fuchida, who commanded the attacking 
squadron, if drink was the determining 
factor. He replied in a friendly letter 
expressing his sympathy with my efforts 
against the drink evil, and signing him- 
self “Sincerely Your Brother in Christ.” 
Here are some significant statements: 
“The plan was to open the war by 
attack on Pear] Harbor with the destruc- 
ticn of the American forces there. The 
American fleet was returning thither for

Notes on Open Letters 


To Whom Did Jacob 
Pay the Tithe? 


The morning after his vision at 
Bethel, Jacob said to the Lord, “© al! 
that thou shalt give me I will surely 
give the tenth unto thee” (Gen. 28:22) 

As there was no Tabernacle, organ- 
ized worship, or charity, to whem dic 
Jacob pay that promised tithe?—A 
Tennessee reader. 

We are not told just how Jacob paid 
the tithe. He may have sacrificed one 
tenth of his flocks to God: or, if some 
form of money was used, it may have 
been given toward the building of altars 
and the support of priests of the Lord. 

Abram had already paid tithes to 
“Melchizedek king of Salem . . . the 
priest of the’ most high God.” After 
Melchizedek had blessed Abram, “he 
gave him tithes of all” (Gen. 14:18, 20). 
The writer- of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
enlarges upon this somewhat mysterious 
Old Testament incident, where Melchize- 
dek is set forth as a type of Christ (chap. 
7). To him “the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils” (v. 4). 

The Companion Bible (Appendix XV) 
gives “a list of thirty-four laws seen in 
force in Genesis, given by Jehovah, and 
subsequently confirmed in the Mosaic 
code.” Among these is the law of tithes, 
and the two references in Genesis are 
those given above. Leviticus 27:30-32 
is also mentioned, which reads: “And 
all the tithe of the land, whether of the 
seed of the land, or of the fruit of the 
tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy unto the 
Lord. And if a man will at all redeem 
ought of his tithes, he shall add thereto 
the fifth part thereof. And concerning 
the tithe of the herd, or of the flock, 
even of whatsoever passeth under the 
rod, the tenth shall be holy unto the 
Lord.”

A true story of Gospel work in Argentina 





ON PEDRITO was a little Argen- 
D tine carpenter, who looked more 

insignificant than ever when he 
was in the presence of Dona Gre- 
goria, his wife, an enormous slatternly 
darky who contrived to make his ex- 
istence a misery. 

Work was scarce in the tropical city 
of Tucuman, forty years ago, and Pedrito 
was glad to get any kind of odd job. 
That is why, when Mr. Fordcliffe, one 
of the feared and hated Protestants, 
asked him to mend some furniture at 
the Gospel Hall, he accepted. But he 
was not happy about it. Strange stories 
circulated about these Protestants. It 
was said that just inside the door of 
their chapel there was an image of the 
Holy Virgin, to be spat upon by all those 
who attended the services. Rumors of 
souls bought by the ingleses and then 
handed over to Satan went round, and 
were embellished with more and more 
details over the friendly maté pot in 
the stilly tropical evenings of Tucuman, 
“the Garden of the Republic.” And, 
might there not be some truth in them? 
Look at what happened to Jorge the 
blacksmith, a drunken wife-beater who 
never had a cent in his pocket; he went 
to the evangelistas a year or two ago, 
and now he has a good job, is well 
dressed, and seems to have stopped beat- 
ing his wife. Why, she even goes to 
the Protestant meetings with him! 


A Surprising Interior 

Don Pedrito thought about all these 
things while he was having his early 
maté, and later as he made his way to 
the Gospel] Hall. In fear and trembling, 
he knocked at the big wooden door after

Severo gave the Gaucho a tract every 
time he came into the shop. The man 
put it into his pocket and later, at night, 
round the campfire, read it to his friends 
and relatives. They had not much read- 
ing matter, and the simple tracts were 
listened to with great interest. Severo, 
who never forgot the book with the red 
covers, got a Bible for Isaiah. Very soon 
Scripture passages were being read, and 
at times sung to the accompaniment of 
the minstrel’s guitar. What Caedmon 
had done in ancient Britain, Isaiah was 
doing in twentieth century Argentina! 

The Gaucho and his family, a very big 
one, were nearly all saved, and a smal] 
‘Gospel hall was built in a clearing of 
the forest. Books with red covers were 
supplied, and soon there came a request 
for hymnbooks. These were sent, but 
nobody knew the right tunes, so Isaiah 
adapted many of the words to the plain- 
tive, minor melodies of Argentine folk 
songs. The writer visited this group of 
Christians some years ago, and it was 
a touching sight to see them far away 
from civilization, lacking the most ele- 
mentary comforts, but rejoicing in the 
Lord. 

And that is the end of the story of the 
book with the red covers. The end? 
No. Just the beginning. A very long 
story began the day the missionary gave 
a Bible to Pedrito, a story which has 
no ending, a story of hundreds of souls 
saved for all eternity.

Now the speaker and his wife stand 
at the front of the church graciously to 
receive the interested ones who wish to 
clasp their hands and bid them God- 
speed. Among the number is a woman 
who says, “I prayed for you and your 
husband this morning.” Instantly the 
missionary’s face lights up and the eyes 
of the two meet in an understanding 
glance, for both know that the mission 
prayer calendar listed this couple on 
that particular day. The missionary 
knew that here was a prayer partner, 
and she, in turn, meeting the workers 
for the first time, felt as though she 
knew them, for had she not prayed for 
them once a week for years? 

Many, if not all of the large missions 
prepare prayer calendars that they send 
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out early each year. This is done at no 
small cost of time and effort, and money, 
too,-for printing and distribution. Does 
it pay? The boards must think it does 
or they would not continue the practice. 

But certainly those copies that are 
tucked away finally to be “lost in the 
shuffle” must be written off as a total 
loss. Says one, “I pray for the esmission 
and all the missionaries each day, is 
that not enough?” Would your answer 
be in the affirmative if your name was 
among those listed in the calendar? 

Another asks, “Doesn't it take time to 
go through those lists each day?” It 
certainly does, but your representative 
out there on the firing line gives more 
than just “time.” 

And yet another inquires, “Doesn’t it 
become mere routine?” That depends on 
the pray-er, and after all, is not success- 
ful living a matter of routine? We rise 
in the morning, we eat our breakfast, 
and go about our accustomed duties, and 
get “a world of pleasure” out of living. 
We can also get pleasure out of these 
prayer calendars. As we recite the names 
day after day, we become more or less 
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familiar with them. To be sure, we 
couldn't, at a moment’s notice, tell them 
off, or even sort them out. We might 
place Mr. and Mrs. Smith as laboring 
in China, in India, or Africa, but as we 
read our missionary magazines from 
month to month, we find the names of 
these for whom we have prayed in the 
various articles telling of the work in 
their respective stations, and these take 
on new interest. Gradually, we add to 
our missionary information because it is 
more or less personalized. (Little per- 
sonal notes in the margins of the calen- 
dar will serve to keep it up to date.) 

As for the missionaries themselves, 
does it really matter? It is safe to say 
that these are always “standin’ in the 
need of prayer,” but there are days when 
the burden is unusually heavy, problems 
and perplexities have multiplied, and 
the missionary finds himself on the bor- 
der line of discouragement. Then, sud- 
denly, he remembers that, today, hun- 
dreds of fellow Christians are praying 
for him! Praying for him by name! 
There is an upsurge of courage and the 
load is lifted. Psychology? No, it is 
the result of the prayers that have as- 
cended to the God who delights to mete 
out His blessings “just when we need 
Him most.” And all who have thus 
prayed will likewise share in the re- 
ward! 

An invaluable aid to this ministry is 
a loose-leaf book in which to file the 


Mission Field in California 
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prayer calendars, letters, and memoran- 
dums culled from missionary magazines, 
all in alphabetical order, Some missions 
arrange their requests on a seven-day 
and others on a monthly schedule, but, 
either way, the result is the same. 

We cannot explain this mystery of 
prayer, but we do know that God has 
put this key into our hands, and with 
it we may unlock His storehouse of 
blessings, but what if we neglect this 
great privilege? 

There is a place where thou canst touch 


the eyes 
Of blinded men to instant, perfect 
sight; 
There is a place where thou canst say, 
“Arise!” 
To dying captives, bound in chains of 
night; 
There is a place where thou canst reach 
the store 
Of hoarded gold and free it for the 
Lord; 
There is a place—upon some distant 
shore— 
Where thou canst send a worker or the 
Word; 


There is a place where Heaven's resist- 
less power 
Responsive moves to thine insistent plea; 
There is a place—a silent, trusting hour— 
Where God Himself descends and fights 
for thee. 
Where is that blessed place—dost thou ask, 
“Where?” — 
O soul, it is the secret place of prayer.

How Mission to the Migrants is taking the Gospel to wandering workers 


HE dark-skinned man, wearing a 

turban, had come to California with 
a purpose in his heart. He was a Mo- 
hammedan, and for twenty-five years, 
with all the fervor in his soul, he had 
preached that “Allah is God and Mo- 
hammed is His prophet” to the natives 
of Africa. He had won many converts 
to his religion. 

Often, as he traveled, he heard of 
America as a great country. If so, there 
were people there who needed to know 
of Mohammed. He could speak eleven 
languages, and so he came to the United 
States. There, by what seemed chance, 
he landed in a migrant camp in Cali- 
fornia, 

A Christian worker gave him a tract. 
The Mohammedan was so impressed by 
what he read that he talked to the mis- 
sionary, and asked him for a Bible in 
Arabic. He read it carefully and real- 
ized that Jesus was the Christ. The 
man who had set out to win Americans 
to Islam had become a Christian! 

Soon, he began preaching to the mi- 
grants. He studied his Arabic Bible, 
wrote his sermons in Arabic, and trans- 
lated them into English, 
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This former Mohammedan is but one 
of the many reached by the Mission to 
the Migrants on their mission field in Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona, Idaho, and Oregon. 
They reach men and women of many 
nationalities. 

Marvin Foster, missionary at Delano, 
Calif.. works among the Mexican Na- 
tionals—Mexicans sent, by arrangement 
between the two governments, to the 
States for a period of months to harvest 
crops. One evening, Foster conducted 
a meeting for them which about one 
hundred and twenty-five attended. Aft- 
erward, Manuel Oliver Juarez came up 
to him, and, in Spanish, said, “I want 
peace in my heart.” 

Foster dealt with him through an in- 
terpreter. After Juarez understood the 
Gospel clearly and trusted Christ as his 
Saviour, he bought a Spanish Bible from 
Foster. In this camp Foster has sold 
ten Spanish Bibles and two Japanese 
Bibles. 

One Sunday afternoon, Foster was 
playing some Japanese recordings of the 
Gospel which he had secured from Gos- 
pel Recordings. He played “Jesus Only,” 
and when the record was finished, Y. 
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Mihara, a sixty-year-old Japanese came 
up to Foster. With tears in his eyes, 
he waved toward the record player, and 
said, “Today, I am a new man.” Foster 
understood him to mean that he had re- 
ceived Christ into his heart while listen- 
ing to the record. 

These migrants, who pick the fruit 
and vegetable crops, are, indeed, a large 
mission field in our midst. Besides an 
occasional Mohammedan, some Japanese, 
and countless Mexicans, there are D.P.’s 
from Europe, Filipinos, Negroes, and 
Mexican wet-backs, who have illegally 
entered the United States and usually 
have only this opportunity in a lifetime 
to hear the Gospel. 

Most of the migrants, however, are 
families from the “dust bowl” states, 
who came to California during the de- 
pression years. Though a new genera- 
tion has grown up, these people still 
live in dirt, squalor, and poverty. It is 
estimated that there are a million and 
a half to two million migrants squatting 
along the Pacific coast in camps, tents, 
and under trees. 

Various religious effort is made to 
reach these people. Jehovah’s Witnesses 
and the Seventh Day Adventists go 
among them with their literature, talk- 
ing to them. An extensive social-better- 
ment program is conducted by the Home 
Mission Council, a member of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. And two 
evangelical organizations work among 
them, the Missionary Gospel Fellowship 
and Mission to the Migrants. 

Mission to the Migrants was founded 
by Ralph Blakeman, a layman. For 
twenty years he has been a railway 
postal clerk, with a run between Cali- 
fornia and Arizona. For the past fifteen 
years, on his days off, he has gone up 
Highway 99 to the migrant camps, 
preaching to them and helping them in 
material ways. Since 1947, he has headed 
Mission to the Migrants, sending other 
missionaries to them. 

Mr. Blakeman’s personal work among 
the migrants proves to him that the need 
of these people is greater than that of 
a Gospel message with an altar call. 
They need the help of a missionary who 
will live in the camp, gain their con- 
fidence by working in the fields, and 
hold Bible study classes for them, Many 
of the religious organizations preach to 
them and the people have a head know!l- 
edge, but their Christian experience does 
not affect their daily living. They are 
emotional, unstable people, and need 
someone to help them in their daily 
Christian walk. 

They have an inbred inferiority com- 
plex, caused by the widespread publicity 
of the book, “Grapes of Wrath,” and the 
constant slurring use of the appelatives, 
“Okie” and “Arkie.” They feel that so- 
ciety as a whole thinks it is better than 
they are. They resent the group who 


comes to hold a service and then departs 
to live in clean homes, with indoor 
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plumbing. Hot running water has be- 
come a class barrier that keeps these 
people from attending the local church. 

Mission to the Migrants missionaries 
live among the people, in a trailer if 
possible, if not, in a tent. They work 
in the fields, often to augment their in- 
come, for the Mission provides slender 
support. They preach under the stars 
at night, while the people sit on apple 
boxes or pea hampers. And they coun- 
sel the people, answering the hundreds 
of questions which lurk in the minds of 
the nonbelievers. 

Often it takes long, patient hours to 
bring one of them to a saving knowl- 
edge of the Lord. The Paxtons came 
from Oklahoma. Ralph Blakeman knew 
them well, helping them, often preach- 
ing and talking to them. One evening, 
after the day’s work was done, he vis- 
ited the family in their tent. Flies 
buzzed around the food piled on the 
table for lack of cupboards. Eleven 
members of the family sat on the edge 
of the cot, on boxes, or on the dirt floor. 

Blakeman talked to them of things of 
general interest to the family and then 
turned the conversation to the things 
of the Lord. The father, a large man, 
bronzed from working under the broil- 
ing sun, said, “Oh, I do believe the Bible. 
We were all members of a church back 
in Oklahoma, but I am not a Christian 
now.” 

After a silent prayer, Blakeman began 
to reason with him. He explained that 
man was a sinner, opening his Bible 
to Isaiah 59:2, then he went on to verse 
after verse, discussing fourteer verses 
throughout the Old and New Testaments 
in detail, until the man grasped that 
salvation was through belie! in the fin- 
ished work of Christ on the cross. 

Disturbed by his own sin, and seeing 
the mercy of God, the father flung him- 
self across the cot, confessed his unbelief, 
and accepted Jesus as Saviour. Blake- 
man prayed with him, then noticed that 
the grown daughter was sobbing. He 
dealt with her, and she trusted the Lord 
as Saviour. He dealt with one after 
another, until the entire family of eleven 
confessed Christ as Saviour. It was a 
glorious ending to days of patient wit- 
nessing and an evening of anxious ex- 
planation. 

It is possible for Mission to the Migrants 
missionaries to win whole families to the 
Lord because they have proved that they 
truly care for their welfare. The mi- 
grants have been pretty well beaten by 
life, and, as they live in perpetual want, 
they judge a man’s interest in them by 
what he does for them in a material 
way. A missionary in Arizona con- 


cluded, “I couldn’t convince them that 
God cared unless I showed them that 
I cared.” 

One year there was a freeze in Ari- 
zona that ruined the grapefruit harvest. 
There was no work and, when there is 
no work there is no food. The mission- 
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ary bought a cow and gave its milk to 
families with children. He even spent 
his last dollar for food for a family. 
When he returned home he found a 
check for a hundred dollars in his mail, 
and it, too, went for food for the mi- 
grants. . 

Mission to the Migrants has given 
away, by conservative estimate, four 
hundred thousand garments, besides 
quilts and layettes without number made 
by the women of different churches, plus 
mattresses, cooking utensils, and the like, 
The migrants are always in need of help 
because employment is irregular, fires 
‘are frequent, and things are lost when 
traveling, 

Often Blakeman finds a family desti- 
tute. The Mickeys were a family of 
father, mother, two young children, and 
a two-weeks-old baby. Due to fire and 
sickness, they had no car and were liv- 
ing under the trees near a stream. They 
had bed springs but no mattress, so 
had cut Jimson weed to put on the 
springs, and they cooked on an open fire. 

Blakeman combined helping and the 
Gospel. He gave them two quilts, and 
talked about the Lord. He gave them 
one of his wife’s favorite cooking uten- 
sils, and talked scme more about the 
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Lord. After he convinced his wife ihat 
she didn't mind losing her favorite pan, 
he secured a cabin and work for the 
Mickeys. By that time they were ready 
to trust Christ as Saviour. 

About a month later, Mr. Mickey came 
to Blakeman, and, with an embarrassed 
air, said, “My wife and I are so thank- 
ful to God that we want to dedicate our 
babies to the Lord.” 

That evening at a service under the 
stars, Blakeman dedicated the three 
babies to the Lord, and the Mickeys 
promised to bring them up in the fear 
and admonition of the Lord, 

Recently, Mr. Blakeman had a letter 
from this couple. They are up Norith, 
working in the harvest. They have their 
own tent and car, and are praising the 
Lord. 

They are but one of the many fam- 
ilies whc need to be reached for the 
Lord Jesus. From Colinga to Tranquil- 
ity, a distance of forty-five miles, there 
are sixty major camps and many smaller 
ones, most of them in need of a living 
Christian witness, This vast mission field 
at the door of the church cries for 
werkers whose lives demonstrate “Christ 
liveth in me.”

Thirty Years a Sunday School Missionary 


Some of the fruit of labors for Christ in the Kentucky hills 


N AN old church a pastor was hold- 
ing a revival. Ata night service, an 
intoxicated man walked up to the pastor 
while he was preaching and ordered him 
to hand over his Bible and leave the 
pulpit. As this man was considered dan- 
gerous, no one took the preacher's part, 
and the church was closed. The county 
Sunday school superintendent requested 
that I go there to organize a Sunday 
school. All the homes near by were 
visited, and on Sunday a small crowd 
came out through curiosity and we or- 
ganized a Sunday school. For several 
years we had tc fight indifference, liquor, 
and all kinds of evil. Now the com- 
munity net only has a Sunday school 
but a regular pastor, and it has been 
greatly changed. You may say this was 
an unusual neighborhood. That is true, 
but there are many unusual communities, 
I have served this field of eleven coun- 
ties since March 1, 1921. During this 
time I have organized 222 Sunday schools 
with 768 teachers and 9,277 pupils. Out 
of these schools have come 62 churches 
of twelve different denominations, of 
which the above mentioned church was 
one. At times some of these Sunday 
schools were closed, and it became neces- 
sary for the missionary to return and 
open them up again. During these years 
I reorganized 116 Sunday schools with 
419 teachers and 5,373 pupils, 
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In one part of this field, thirty years 
ago, there was a large area with no 
Sunday school. It was not that there 
had never been a Sunday schcol in this 
area, but there was none at this par- 
ticular time. Within a few years eight- 
een Sunday schools were organized in 
adjoining communities, and some of 
these are still under my supervision. In 
this area, crime was rampant, and mur- 
der, moonshining, bootlegging, and im- 
morality were common. This commu- 
nity is now a good place to live in 
Thirteen new churches have come from 
these eighteen Sunday schools, and other 
churches have taken on new life. Many 
young people from this section are now 
attending high school and some are at- 
tending college. Where small homes 
once stood, now there are many larger. 
beautiful farm homes. The spiritual life 
of this area is much improved. Is this 
work worth while? 

The American Sunday-School Union. 
whose home office is at 1816 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, is nation-wide in 
scope, with 175 missionaries on the field. 
It was organized in 1817, and is the old- 
est rural Sunday school agency in the 
nation. It is nensectarian, and the mis- 
sionaries work only where the denomi- 
nations are not at work. When a Sun- 
day school develons into a church, the 
community is allowed to decide upon 
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the denomination. We lay the founda- 
tions, and the churches build upon our 
work, and we go elsewhere to lay other 
foundations. 

During these thirty years, many min- 
isters of different denominations have 
come from our Sunday schools. From 
Union Chapel came a boy who was very 
poor and had to work his way through 
high school, college, and the seminary. 
He became pastor of a large church in 
Louisville, but he was forced to resign 
on account of the ill health of his wife. 
He is now a high schoo] teacher and an 
outstanding evangelist, who has won 
many souls to Christ. He says your 
missionary influenced him to become a 
minister. His name is Norman Antle. 





YOUNG man named Ernest Dixon, 

who came from a poor family, also, 
was reared in our Sunday schoo! at Beth- 
lehem. He had to walk a great distance 
to high school, and he educated himself 
for the ministry in any way he could. 
He is now head of a county-wide parish 
and is known throughout the state. He 
was one of a group recently sent to 
represent his church in a mission work 
in Cuba. His brother, a fine Christian 
gentleman, served two terms as county 
court clerk, and is well known out of 
his county. Another brother is also a 
minister and is well known in several 
counties. Other Christian workers have 
come from this neighborhood. Is this 
work worth while? 

Another young man, reared in a very 
poor home, received his first training 
in one of our Sunday schools. He would 
attend day school awhile then stop and 
work to acquire enough funds to com- 
plete his education. He has alternated 
between working and going to school 
until he is now almost through with 
his seminary work. He is a fine preacher, 
and has won many people to Christ, He 
is well known in many counties. 

Another young man’s mother was 
superintendent of one of our Sunday 
schools. The members of her family 
were not Christians, but she worked 
and prayed until her husband and chil- 
dren were saved. Her son attended high 
school and college, although he was 
older than some in his class. He is now 
pastor of a town church and is a great 
soul-winner. He is much loved by his 
people. 

I spent one bitterly cold night in the 
home of one of our secretaries. That 
night I persuaded that young man to go 
to school to prepare himself for the min- 
istry. As he had no money, I found a 
place where he could work and secure 
funds for his education. He had to walk 
thirty-two miles to enter school. He 
proved to be trustworthy, and others 
began to help him. Later, he became a 
pastor in Louisville, and, after giving 
up his pastorate, he became a traveling 
evangelist. Was this cold night spent 
iz_vain? 
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In a denominational young people’s 
conference there were three young min- 
isters who came from three of our Sun- 
day schools. All three came from poor 
homes and had to work hard for their 
education. Two of these men were pas- 
tors in towns and the other was pastor 
in a large city and has built up a large 
church. One of these men has gone to 
Missouri and has done a fine work for 
his Saviour in that state. Six preachers 
came from one of our Sunday schools. 
Many Christian workers have come 
from those I influenced to labor for 
their Master. Have these Sunday schools 
labored in vain? 

Prayer means so much in my life and 
it has been only by the help of my 
Heavenly Father that I have been able 
to accomplish anything. A group gath- 
ering of fifteen Sunday schools was 
planned in a certain community. On 
Sunday a large crowd came to this group 
gathering. The sheriff, who had prom- 
ised to come to help keep order, failed 
to arrive, and it looked as if we might 
have trouble. I prayed about the situa- 
tion and was led to use what was at 
hand. One man and his sons had set 
themselves up as dictators in this area. 
He had killed two men and all were 
afraid of him. I had visited in his home 
and he and his family were my friends. 
I asked this man to keep order for us, 
since the sheriff had failed to come. 
He was surprised at this suggestion, and 
said he could not. I knew he loved 
children, and after he, learned that all 
the children were taking part on the 
program, he decided he would keep or- 
der. He passed the word around that 
all should quit drinking and be orderly. 
I never saw better order, for all knew 
better than to disobey him. Not long 
after this he was converted, and became 
superinténdent of a Sunday school be- 
fore he died. This was in answer to 
prayer. 


N ANOTHER section, there was an 

abandoned church with no Sunday 
school near. While I was visiting the 
homes here the people said that a certain 
man who ran a sawmill would make the 
best superintendent, for he was a leader 
and well qualified. However, he was not 
a Christian. I spent the night with him 
in a very poor home. While we were 
at the barn doing the night chores, I 
told him what the community said about 
him. He said, “Brother Rosson, I am 
not fit.” I said, “Let us kneel here in 
the dark by this old plow and talk to 
God about this.” There on our knees, 
he poured out his heart to our Heavenly 
Father and was gloriously saved. He 
served faithfully as superintendent and, 
under his leadership, this church took 
on new life and now this church has a 
regular pastor and a good Sunday school. 

In affother place, where there had been 
no Sunday school for twenty-five years, 
there were crimes of all kinds and hu- 
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man life was cheap. The man the peo- 
ple wanted to serve as superintendent 
was best qualified in some ways, but 
was not a Christian. I had dinner with 
him, and in a private conversation I said 
that a Sunday school superintendent 
must be the recognized Christian leader 
of that area. Then I said, “Let us kneel 
and pray.” This strong man poured out 
his heart to God and was saved. This 
old church took on new life under his 
leadership, and after two revivals a 
church was organized which now has a 
regular pastor and a good Sunday school. 

Another near-by place in a similar 
condition held a revival in a “rush arbor” 
with a good number of conversions, and 
they organized and built a new church. 
Now this church has regular preaching 
services and a good Sunday school, What 
cannot God do when we pray? 





URING these thirty years, in addi- 

tion to organizing and reorganizing 
Sunday schools, 3,608 Sunday schoo] 
visits have been made; 186 prayer meet- 
ings and 36 young people’s societies 
have been organized; and 207 preaching 
stations have been opened. More than 
42,000 homes have been visited, and, 
where it was possible, prayer was made 
in them. From these Sunday schools 
came 7,056 conversions. I have traveled 
214,826 miles, 43,000 miles of this dis- 
tance being made on horseback, and 
have delivered 7,721 sermons and ad- 
dresses. In addition to this I have vis- 
ited at least 2,000 public schools and 
taught Bible lessons. I have also taught 
many teacher-training classes, 

It has always been a delight to in- 
fluence boys and girls to go to public 
school. While I was spending the night 
in a home, I persuaded a small boy to 
go to school. Later, he graduated from 
college with honors, and is now a very 
fine agriculture teacher. Years ago, a 
woman told me about a small girl in 
another place who had prayed for six 
months for a Testament. I visited her 
home and gave her a Testament and or- 
ganized a Sunday school that is still 
active. This girl was encouraged to se- 
cure additional education, and she is 
now teaching school in one of our cities 
She is not only a good teacher, but a 
fine Christian leader. Not only teachers 
and preachers have come from our Sun- 
day schools, but nurses, a doctor, and 
Christian businessmen as well, 
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If Jesus needed personal fellowship 
with the Father, private prayer and 
periodic rest, He, the sinless One, how 
much more are we in need of those 
means of reconsecration and reinvigora- 
tion. Shall we not seek the quiet places 
of strength, that we may be reclothed 
with the mind of Christ?—Daily Manna

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Notes on John’s Gospel 


OHN 10:1.—Climbeth up some other 

way, or cometh from elsewhere than 
the Shepherd’s usual path. This is sig- 
nificant in that, in the previous dis- 
courses, Jesus had laid great stress on 
the source from which He proceeded 
and made the difference in character be- 
tween Himself and His opponents turn 
upon the difference of origin: “Ye are 
from beneath: I am from above... . 
Ye are of your father the devil” (John 
8:23, 44). 


John 10:3.—To him the porter openeth. 
The porter is the undershepherd to 
whose care the sheep are committed 
after they have been folded for the night, 
and who opens the fold on the arrival 
of the shepherd in the morning. Here 
is a picture of the faithful pastor, who 
eares for the flock during the night 
time, waiting for the resurrection morn- 
ing and the appearance of the Shepherd. 

He calleth his own sheep by name. 
One thinks of Psalm 147:4, “He telleth 
[counteth] the number of the stars; he 
calleth them all by their names.” Also 
of Isaiah 40:26, where, after describing 
Jehovah as a shepherd (v, 11), he con- 
tinues: 

“Lift up your eyes on high, and be- 
hold who hath created these things, that 
bringeth out their host by number: he 
calleth them all by names by the great- 
ness of his might, for that he is strong 
in power; not one faileth’—as not one 
Lamb is lost. 

John 10:12.—An hireling . . . seeth the 
wolf coming. Theorei, “gazes,” stiff with 
terror, 


John 10:14.—I am the good shepherd. 
The Lord Jesus at various times used 
phrases from the Psalms in such a way 
as to identify Himself with Jehovah. 
Thus in Psalm 121, “The Lord shall pre- 
serve thy going out and thy coming in 
from this time forth, and even for ever- 
more,” is a picture of the divine Shep- 
herd of the Old Testament watching over 
the sheep of the fold as they move in 
and out. Jesus describes Himself sim- 
ilarly, “I am the door: by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out and find pasture” 
(John 10:9). Indeed, most of the tenth 
chapter of John is an expansion of the 
Twenty-third Psalm. 

That the Evangelists and Paul recog- 
nized this identification of the Good 
Shepherd of the New Testament with 
the Good Shepherd of the Old is clear 
from the divine characteristics they at- 
tributed to Christ and the divine minis- 
tries described by them. Along with 


the names of Jehovah, implicit in the 
Twenty-third Psalm, we can place ap- 
propriately New Testament passages re- 
ferring to the Lord Jesus: 
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The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want,

Postscript—Some months ago. the 
Readers’ Digest extracted from the Na- 
tional Wool Growers’ Journal some notes 
on the Shepherd Psalm which throw 
light on its meaning, here and there. 

“Still waters,” for example, since sheep 
refuse to drink at fast-flowing streams. 

“The table prepared” is pasture from 
which unwholesome or even poisonous 
plants are carefully dug out by the shep- 
herd. 

“Thou anointest my head with oil: my 
cup runneth over” are phrases thus ex- 
plained: 

“At every sheepfold there is a big 
earthen bowl of olive oil and a large 
stone jar of water. As the sheep come 
in for the night, they are examined for 
briars in the ears, snags in the cheeks, 
or weeping of the eyes from dust or 
scratches. When such conditions are 
found the wounds are cleaned and oil 
is used to anoint them. 

“A large cup is dipped into the jar 
of water, kept cool by evaporation in 
the unglazed pottery, and is brought out, 
never half full, but always overflowing. 
The sheep will sink its nose into the 
water, clear to his eyes if fevered, and 
drink until fully refreshed.” 

John 10:28, 29.—Neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand .. , and no 
man is able to pluck them out of my 
Father’s hand, The word “man” in the 
Authorized Version is, in both cases, in- 
serted by the translator. The real trans- 
lation should be, “Neither shall any 
pluck them out of my hand” and “None 
is able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand.” 

Those whom our Lord probably had in 
mind were spiritual powers, the rulers 
of the darkness of this world. In the 
last analysis, we wrestle not so much 
against men as against the wiles of the 
Devil. Hence we are strong only in the 
Lord and the power of His might. 

This great Enemy our Lord presum- 
ably had in mind when He said, “Neither 
shall any pluck them out of my hand.” 
It includes those in the shadowy realm 
behind the phenomenal world, as well 
as their evil human agents. For the 
source of evil is after all beyond human 
sight. 

“But no spirit of evil can pluck them 
out of my hands,” the pierced hands of 
love. Some one might interpose, “That 
hand may have the wish to protect but 
not the power.” So Christ Jesus re- 
assures us by adding, “My Father _.. 
is greater than all. No one [oudeis] in 
earth or hell is able to pluck them out 
of my Father’s hand,” the omnipotent 
hand of God. 

Then, as if to give a double assurance, 
He adds, “I and my Father are one.” 
It is a double potency. “Neither _.. 
principalities, nor powers, nor any other

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


LTHOUGH the call of the four 
A fishermen, as related in Matthew 

4:18ff, and Mark 1:16ff., is in- 
cluded in this week’s lesson, that inci- 
dent must not be confused with the 
event recorded in the printed portion. 
It is true that many “harmonies” place 
these three together, as if they were all 
accounts of one event, but there are dis- 
tinct differences. The call of the four 
took place (1) when Jesus was walking 
quietly by the sea, with no crowd 
around: (2) in two separate acts, An- 
drew and Simon first, then James and 
John, a little distance apart; (3) when 
Andrew and Simon were casting a net 
into the sea, and James and John were 


mending theirs; (4) apart from any 
miraculous draught. The incident in 
Luke 5:1-11 is quite different: (1) it 


took place in connection with the gath- 
ering cf a crowd to hear Jesus; (2) the 
two boats and the four men were to- 
gether; (3) all four were washing their 
nets; (4) the miraculous draught pre- 
ceded the call. 

We can only conclude that these dis- 
ciples had not understood their call as 
requiring a permanent departure from 
their old occupation, or they had yielded 
to the spell of the lake, which had been 
their very life till that time. Probably 
the return of the season had lured them, 
It was not the last time that Peter said, 
‘I go a fishing,” and the others re- 
sponded. “We also go with thee” (John 
21:3). Right here we see that complete 
and final separation to Christ is not 
without a struggle.

popularity has begun. From now on it 
is going to be difficult for Him and His 
disciples to get away from crowds, even 
for a brief rest. 

I should like to recommend a delight- 
ful exposition of this passage by Dr. W. 
H, Griffith Thomas in his “Ministerial 
Life and Work” (p. 31ff.; out of print), 
and, since we shall be having many pas- 
sages from Luke’s Gospel this quarter, 
the commentary on this Book by J. 
Norval Geldenhuys, the first volume of 
the “New International Commentary on 
the New Testament” (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub, Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $6). 
Verse by Verse 

Luke 5:1.—“The people pressed upon 
him to hear the word of God.” To have 
people hungry for the Word is » grand 
experience for the preacher. The Jews 
had been starved on the artificial diet 
of teachers who lacked authority and 
reality in their message. The crowd 
in chapter 4:40 came for physical heal- 
ing, but these came for teaching. 


Verse 2.—“And saw two ships.” Verse 
3 says that one belonged to Simon Peter, 
so the other probably belonged to Zebe- 
dee and his sons, James and John. They 
were pulled up on the shore a‘ter the 
night’s fishing. The four seem to have 
been working together in some kind of 
partnership. 

Verse 3.—“And he entered into . 
Simon’s . . . and taught the people out 
of the ship.” We can be sure that he 
chose Simon’s for a purpose. There 
were lessons to be learned that day. 
Jesus was not careless about the me- 
chanics of preaching. A certain eleva- 
tion above and distance from the crowd 
offered better contro] and better hear- 
ing and better attention. Mechanics are 





not all of preaching, but they are part 
of it. 

Verse 4.—“Launch out into the deep, 
and let down your nets for a draught.” 
There had been no rental agreement on 
the boat, but Jesus always pays well for 
what He uses. 

Verse 5.—“And Simon ... said... 
Master.” The word for “Master” (Epi- 
states) is used only by Luke in the New 
Testament, and means “superintendent.” 
It is the word an apprentice would use 
in addressing the master craftsman, Here 
Peter recognizes the masterhood of Jesus, 
even in his own craft of fishing, to 
which he had been brought up. 

Verse 6.—“They inclosed a great multi- 
tude of fishes.” The “Superintendent” 
was right! He always is. The best busi- 
ness philosophy is, “At thy word I will.” 
Why did Jesus allow the nets to break 
on this occasion and not in John 21:11? 
Was it one way of emphasizing here that 
the nets would no more be needed, an 
emphasis not required in the later in- 
cident? 

Verse 7—“And they beckoned unto 
their partners . . . and filled both the 
ships.” The night’s fruitless toi] could 
now be forgotten. Again, the whole 
secret is, “At thy word.” How much of 
our toil goes for nothing because we do 
not wait for His word! 

Verse 8.—“Depart from me; for I am 
a sinful man, O Lord.” Compare Isaiah 
6:5; Job 42:5, 6. A revelation of the 
Lord shows us our own hearts. Pete’ 
has advanced from calling Jesus Epi- 
states, Master, to addressing Him as 
Kurios, Lord, with full divine connota 
tion. 

Verse 9.—“For he was astonished , . . 
at the draught of the fishes.” This mir 
acle, in Peter’s own craft, wrought b) 
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One who had been a carpenter and not 
a fisherman, made a powerful impres- 
sion on the four. Jesus is master of all 
crafts, just because He is Lord. 

Verse 10.—“Fear not; from henceforth 
thou shalt catch men.” The Lord Jesus 
is always ready with the word of reas- 
surance to frightened, distressed men. 
Catching men alive is competitive busi- 
ness. See 2 Timothy 2:26. These are 
the only two places where this verb 
occurs in the New Testament. Satan 
has his agents in this business, and we 
are Christ’s agents. 

Verse 11.—‘‘They forsook all, and fol- 
lowed him.” There is a finality about 
their action now, as there was finality 
in Jesus’ word, “from now on.” The 
disposal of the cargo was probably left 
to Zebedee and others. There is no 
“allow me first” in Christ’s service 
(Matt. 8:21, 22; Luke 9:59-62). 

The Heart of the Lesson 

Simon Peter had a remarkable reve- 
lation of the Lord Jesus on the day with 
which our lesson deals. First there was 
the revelation in word—the sermon from 
the boat, and I am sure Peter was right 
in the boat with Jesus as He spoke to 
the crowds on the shore. Let sanctified 
imagination reckon the impressions made 
on the fisherman’s impressionable heart 
in that hcur. The very fact that his 
boat was the pulpit, and that he was 
sitting in it with Jesus, would make him 
all the more responsive. A wise teacher 
will sometimes make more headway with 
a problem youth by inviting his help 
than by lecturing him. 

Then there was the revelation in deed 
—the miraculous draught. The author- 
ity which rang all through the sermon 
manifested itself in power even over the 
fish of the sea. It was abundantly clear 
that this man was more than rabbi, more 
than master; He was Lord. 

This revelation of the Lord. brought 
with it an unveiling of Peter’s own heart, 
as contact with the Lord always does. 
We cannot come near Him _ without 
awakening to a sense of our own un- 
worthiness, and if it were not for His 
“Son, thy sins be forgiven thee,” 
or His “Fear not,” we should be undone, 
This Man of grace and power had in- 
vited Peter to follow Him (Matt. 4:18, 
19; Mark 1:16, 17), and he had turned 
back frcm that high calling to his nets. 
Then, despite his “Master, . at thy 
word I will let down the net,” there 
seems to have been a secret hesitancy 
and unbelief. The shame of it all over- 
whelmed him in the presence of the one 
whom he now recognized as Lord. It 
was as if all his sin stood before him 
in that moment of self-revelation, 

All that was necessary and prepara- 
tory to the revelation of the task. “Fear 
not; from now on you will take men 
alive.” In the very hour when he felt 


most keenly his unworthiness, he was 
made most deeply conscious that he was

“The people pressed upon him to hear 
the word of God” (Luke 5:1).—He spoke 
in the fullness of the Holy Spirit's power, 
and the people recognized His word as 
the word of God. He said: “I have 
not spoken of [or from] myself; but the 
Father which sent me, he gave me a 
commandment, what I should say, and 
what I should speak. And I know that 
his commandment is life everlasting: 
whatsoever I speak therefore, even as 
the Father said unto me, so I speak” 
(John 12:49, 50). 

All preachers should follow the exam- 
ple of the Lord Jesus and preach “the 
word of God.” It is both living and life- 
giving. 
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I have read of a strange plant in 
Jamaica, called the Life Plant. It is so 
named because it is almost impossible 
to kill or destroy any part of it. When 
a leaf is cut off and hung by a string, 
instead of shriveling up and dying like 
so many other leaves, it sends out white 
threadlike roots and thus gathers mois- 
ture from the air and begins to grow 
new leaves. 

The Bible is God’s Life Plant, so to 
speak. Preach it, circulate it, and it 
will soon take root in some hearts and 
send out “tendrils of Life.” It is in- 
corruptible, indestructible, and _ in- 
vincible! 

“Launch out into the deep... fora 
draught” (Luke 5:4).—He had borrowed 
Peter’s boat for a pulpit. He will be no 
man’s debtor. He will pay him in lordly 
fashion. Real fishing is done in “the 
deep’”—not on the shore line, 

I like T. De Witt Talmage’s comment 
on this verse: “The church of God has 
been fishing along the shore. We set 
our net in a good, calm place and inside 
a fine chapel, and we go down every 
Sunday to see if the fish have been wise 
enough to come into our net. We might 
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learn something from the boy with his 
hook and line. He throws his line from 
the bridge: no fish. He sits on a log: 
no fish. He stands in the sunlight and 
casts a line: but no fish. He goes up 
by the mill dam, and stands behind the 
bank where the fish cannot see him, and 
he has hardly dropped a hook before 
the cork goes under. The fish come to 
him as fast as he can throw them ashore. 
In other words, in our Christian work, 
why do we not go where the fish are? 
With. the Bible in one pocket, and the 
hymnbook in another, and a loaf of 
bread under your arm, launch out into 
the great deep of this world’s wretch- 
edness.” 

“Master, we have toiled , , . and have 
taken nothing” (Luke 5:5).—An honest 
confession which was good for the soul 
—a confession of failure. How weary 
and disappointed they must have felt 
after that fruitless night of toil! And, 
although it may have seemed useless to 
try again, Simon manifests sufficient 
faith and obedience to say, “Neverthe- 
less at thy word I will let down the net.” 
The Lord had said nets; but Simon only 
had faith to let down one net. No won- 
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der we read, “And their net brake.” 

Thank God for all Christians who, 
after fruitless periods of laborious ef- 
fort, have heard the Lord say, “Launch 
out into the deep, and let down your 
nets for a draught,” and have answered, 
“We have toiled . and have taken 
nothing: nevertheless at thy word I 
sce 

A young man had a class of boys in 
a mission Sunday school. Little fellows 
they were, and their new teacher’s kind- 
ness and genuine interest in them had 
won them to him. But after a while he 
became discouraged with his efforts and 
wanted to give up the class. He went 
down early that last Sunday—to get all 
his records in shape—and while he sat 
working in the office adjoining the Sun- 
day school ‘room, two of his boys came 
in.

“Depart from me; for I am a sinful 
man, O Lord” (Luke 5:8).—This super- 
abundance of fish satisfied Peter that he 
was in the presence of divine power and 
divine holiness. And when he confessed 
his sinfulness—his unworthiness—he dis- 
covered he was in the presence of divine 
grace also; for he heard the Master of 
the sea say, “Fear not; from henceforth 
thou shalt catch men.” 

These four men had had a previous 
call to faith; this was a call to apostle- 
ship. This must have been a greater sur- 
prise to them than the great catch of 
fish. And they responded to it by for- 
saking all and following Him in His pub- 
lic ministry. They followed Him when 
they had the best day’s business in all 
their history. 

A perfect contrast to this is the case 
of the mother who brought her son to 
a teacher of the Word of God and said: 
“My son has been a perfect failure in 
business. He doesn’t seem to succeed 
at anything. I wish you would take him 
and make a preacher out of him!”

AY, fellows, whether or not you will 

be interested in this lesson depends 
upon whether or hot you are concerned 
about lost souls. If you are a Chris- 
tian you should be greatly concerned. If 
you are not concerned, you had better 
get on your knees and ask the Lord to 
make you see how important it is and 
to give you the courage and the grace 
to do something about it: for it is one 
of the first obligations of a real Chris- 
tian, as well as his highest privilege. 

Granted that you are concerned, look 
again at Andrew and Philip in last Sun- 
day’s lesson and see just how personal 
work of introducing others to Jesus 
Christ was first done. These two men, 
as soon as they came in contact with 
the Lord Jesus were convinced beyond 
doubt that He was the promised and 
long-expected Messiah of prophecy. 
Jesus made Himself known to them. He 
will do that today for anyone who ear- 
nestly seeks Him. 

They were so thrilled by meeting Him 
and learning who He was, that they 
went at once to tell someone else. An- 
drew sought out his brother Simon and 
exclaimed: “We have found the Messias. 
... And he brought him to Jesus” (John 
1:41, 42). Philip sought out Nathanael, 
saying, “We have found him, of whom 
Moses .. . did write, Jesus of Nazareth” 
(v. 45); and when Nathanael seemed 
doubtful, Philip said, “Come and see.” 
Come and see, and when you see Him 
you will know that what I am telling 
you is true. Nathanael was overcome 
when he saw Jesus, and said, “Thou art 
the Son of God.” 

You see, fellows, when you really 
know the Lord Jesus (and you can) you 
will want others to know Him, and He 
will show you how to find them and tell 
them in such a way that they will want 
to come to Him, too. 

This brings us to a startling thing in 
today’s lesson, told in the fifth chapter 
of Luke. The Lord Jesus had gotten 
into Simon Peter’s boat and asked him 
to push out a little from the shore. The 
crowd on the beach was pressing Him, 
and He could speak to them better from 
the boat. When He had finished speak- 
ing, He said to Peter, “Launch out into 
the deep, and let down your nets for a 
draught.” Andrew was also in the boat 
with them. “Simon answering said unto 
him, Master, we have toiled all the 
night, and have taken nothing: neverthe- 
less at thy word I will let down the net.” 

Now, fellows, Simon Peter knew those 
fishing waters as well as any other man 
in all Galilee. He was a night fisher- 
man, knowing that fish like to roam and 
feed at night when they cannot be at- 
tacked by birds of prey. However, he 
had toiled all night but had been unable 
to locate the fish. I have often wished 
that I could possess some sort of in- 
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strument, as efficient as a Geiger counter, 
that would tell me just where the fish 
are; it would give me a great advantage, 
especially in this Fontana Lake, much 
of it over four hundred feet deep and 
with two hundred and forty-eight miles 
of shore line. (That’s the distance be- 
tween Richmond, Va., and Philadelphia.) 
With such a gadget I’m sure I would do 
much better. The thing that so amazed 
Simon Peter was that Jesus knew ex- 
actly where the fish were, away down 
out of sight or knowledge of the most 
skillful fisherman. And when the net 
came up with “a great multitude of 
fishes” it was just too much for him. He 
fell upon his knees before the Lord Jesus 
exclaiming, “Depart from me; for I am 
a sinful man, O Lord!” But Jesus said 
to him, “Fear not; from henceforth thou 
shalt catch men.” James and John were 
in another boat near by and they were 
called to help secure the “great multi- 
tude of fishes,” filling both boats “so

that they began to sink.” The result 
was that “when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and fol- 
lowed him.” 

That experience showed them that be- 
yond any doubt the greatest life they 
could live would be in the service of 
this Master Fisherman. 

His call to you today is the same, 
“Come ye after me, and I will make you 
to become fishers of men” (Mark 1:17). 
Simon and Andrew, and James and John 
answered and followed in their day. This 
is your day. You will not fail Him, 
will you? F

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My Class of Girls

FISHERMEN WHO FOLLOWED 

AST Sunday our lesson was on “The 

Christ We Follow.” Today we are 
going to consider the prerequisite for 
following and the result of following. 
Do you girls know what a prerequisite 
is? When I entered college, I saw a 
science course in the catalogue that 
sounded most interesting. In small print 
beiow it said, “Prerequisite Science 202.” 
I talked to the head of the science de- 
partment and told her I would very 
much like to sign up for that course. 
She said, “I am sorry, but it is impos- 
sible to take that course until you have 
had the prerequisite.” 

There is a prerequisite for following 
the Lord Jesus Christ. A young man 
once said to Dr. Torrey: “I don’t like 
your preaching that everyone is a sin- 
ner and needs a Saviour. Why don't 
you challenge people to follow Christ?” 
Dr. Torrey said, “Would you follow 
Christ if I so presented Him?” “Yes,” 
answered the young man. “Read 1 Peter 
2:21,” said Dr. Torrey. The young man 
read that verse and was pleased that 
it spoke of following Christ’s example. 
“Read on,” said Dr. Torrey. “Who did 
no sin,” read the young man. “Stop,” 
said Dr, Torrey. “Have you taken that 
first step in following Christ, ‘Who did 


no sin’?” “I have always lived a good 
life,” the young man answered. “I did 
not ask that,” said Dr. Torrey. “Have 


you taken that first step toward fol- 
lowing Christ, ‘Who did no sin’?” “Well,” 
said the young man at last, “I cannot 
say that I have never sinned.” “Then,” 
said Dr, Torrey, “you must meet Christ 
first as Saviour, before you can start 
following Him.” 

Peter became one of the greatest fol- 
lowers of Christ, but he had to come as 
a sinner to Christ, before he became a 
follower. 

Turn to Luke 5:1-11. As we read this 
story of Peter’s conversion, let us write 
on the board all the words we can find 
starting with “F” that will help us re- 
member the story. 

Read the first two verses and see what 
you find, (Fishermen.) Yes, the first 
“F” tells whom this story is about, After 
the Lord Jesus used Peter’s ship, He 
wished to pay him for it. He told him 
to go out where the water was deep 
and let down the nets. What-did Peter 
tell Him? We do not find another “F” 
in these verses, but we can use one in 
telling the story. Their business was 
catching fish, but they had not succeeded 
in catching one the whole night through. 
(Failed.) Although they had failed to 
catch anything, yet in obedience to the 
Lord they let down their net once more. 
What was the result? (Filled.) Now 


read verses 8 and 9 and see the effect 
on Peter. (Fell down at Jesus’ knees, say- 
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ing, “Depart from me; for I am a sinful 
man, O Lord.”) 

If Peter had really wanted Jesus to 
go away, he would not have fallen down 
at His feet. Peter realized that he had 
just witnessed a mira@¢le, for they had 
toiled all night and taken nothing. Now 
as soon as they let down the nets where 
the Lord Jesus told them, they caught 
more than they could take home. This 
proved that the guest in Peter’s boat 
was the Lord. As he felt the presence of 
God, the sense of his own sinfulness 
overwhelmed Peter. He fell down at 
Jesus’ knees, owning that he was a sin- 
ner, and ‘confessing Jesus as Lord. If 
Peter had never had this experience, he 
never could have been a real follower 
of Christ, nor a fisherman for Him. 
Read verse 10 and find the response of 
Jesus to Peter. (“Fear not; from hence- 
forth thou shalt catch men.”) 

The Lord answered what was in 
Peter’s heart, rather than the words he 
said. How this should encourage us 
to pray even if we feel that we cannot 
always express ourselves right! When 
Peter trembled at the presence of a holy 
God, Jesus said, “Fear not.” Because 
of His death for our sin, the Lord Jesus 
is able to say that to each one who 
comes to Him recognizing his own sin- 
fulness and confessing Christ as Lord 
and Saviour. 

Have all of you girls had the pre- 
requisite for following Jesus? Have you 
come to Him as Peter did, owning your 
sinfulness and confessing Jesus with 
your mouth as Lord? If not, come to- 
day. If you have, you are ready for the 
rest of the story. In Luke 5:11, you 
will find two more words starting with 
“F.” (“Forsook all, and followed him.”) 
As a result of this miracle, four fisher- 
men followed Jesus. And the result of 
following is winning others to Christ. 

Two girls were chums from their grade 
school days. When they went to college, 
they were roommates. One of the girls 
had been saved in Sunday school when 
she was small. The other came from a 
non-Christian home and knew practi- 
cally nothing of the Lord Jesus. When 
the Christian gir] got to college, she still 
went to church on Sundays, but she was 
too busy, she thought, to go to any extra 
service. Someone invited her roommate 
to go to some special week night meet- 
ings, and one night her roommate was 
saved. 

She could hardly wait to get back to 
her Christian friend. She burst into the 
room where her friend was studying, 
and said: “A most wonderful thing has 
happened. I have had my sins forgiven. 
I know Jesus as my Saviour. I know 
that I am going to Heaven when I die. 
You must go to the meeting with me to- 
morrow night. I shall never be happy 
till you know the Lord Jesus as your 
Saviour, too!” 

The Christian girl] was stirred. She 
said: “I am glad that you have been 
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saved. I accepted Christ as my Saviour 
many years ago in Sunday school.” 

Her roommate gazed at her in aston- 
ishment: “You knew all this, and you 
never told me! And I thought you were 
my friend. You knew I was headed for 
hell, yet you did nothing to try to help 
me. You didn’t even tell me that it was 
possible to be saved. Now I know you 
never really loved me.” And the newly 
saved girl left the room. 

The Christian girl fell on her knees, 
when she was left alone, and confessed 
her terrible failure to the Lord. Then 
she sought out her friend and confessed 
it to her, too. Their friendship was re- 
stored, and from that night on the girl 
who had been a silent Christian became 
a follower of Jesus and a fisher of men. 
She could never forget her roommate's 
sad words, “Now I know you never 
really loved me.” 

Have any of you girls some friend 
who will say that to you one day? Let 
us close our class this morning with 
silent prayer for our unsaved friends. 
and the prayer that we may really be 
fishing for them.

work with them, and hired men. All 
these Christian brothers are partners in 
the fishing business and help each other 
when there is any trouble (Luke 5:7, 
10). Perhaps Jesus watches them a little 
while. Simon and Andrew are putting 
out their nets ready to sail off on a 
fishing trip. James and John are having 
to mend theirs before they can go again. 
I don’t suppose it is any more fun to 
mend old nets than it is to mend stock- 
ings, but I don’t hear them grumbling, 
do I?

The Lord Jesus can use men who will 
work hard, be helpful friends, do un- 
pleasant tasks without grumbling. He 
calls, “Jesus said unto them, Come ye 
after me, and I will make you to be- 
come fishers of men” (Mark 1:17, Mem- 


ory Verse). Help the Lord catch and 
bring men to Him? Oh, that would be 
wonderful! Off they start right that 


minute. Andrew and John had already 
caught one apiece. But before they could 
do a big job of catching many people, 
they must stay with the Lord Jesus day 
after day and learn about Him, and 
learn what He wants them to do. You 
remember He said, “Come ye after me,” 
first; then, “I will make you to become 
fishers of men.”

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exhibition. “That’s the fellow that tore 
mine,” one man answered. A shark or 
an octopus sometimes tangles the net. 
And mending the net is very slow, care- 
ful work. The nets are large, and the 
fishermen spread them out and find the 
places where a cord is broken, and 
mend them. 

That is what James and John were 
doing when Jesus came walking along 
and called them. Peter and Andrew 
had probably gotten their net mended, 
and were casting it out for fish. Maybe 
you think they couldn’t get any fish so 
close to shore, but you are wrong, Peo- 
ple catch many kinds of fish from the 
wharf at Santa Cruz and other beaches. 
Fish go in schools, and I have seen the 
water up to the sandy beach so full 
of fish that children let down buckets 
and scooped them up full of fish! 

Do men today give up their business 
and follow Jesus when they believe and 
hear His call? Yes, indeed they do. 
Last summer Alden, my younger grand- 
son, and I sat and listened to Arnie 
Hartmann play the accordion at the Mt. 
Hermon Auditorium. He is rated as 
perhaps the world’s best player of that 
instrument, and had played around the 
world, in show business. When he let 
the Lord Jesus come into his heart, he 
gave his accordion to the Lord, and plays 
it only in His service. He told how 
the Lord called him, and he answered. 
And he is so happy, so joyful that it 
just bubbles over. Some of his worldly 
friends feel that he gave up his whole 
career, but he doesn’t feel that he gave 
up anything; he gained Christ, 

Let’s talk about memory work today, 
or the law of repetition. You all know 
how a child must go over and over 
words, learning to know how to spell 
them. No doubt you remember your 
own agony over the multiplication tables 
—the law of repetition again. The whole 
course of school work is putting this 
law into action. But we are so slow 
to use it in our Sunday schools. We 
are afraid the children will tire of it 
—but they don’t. Which story would 
they rather hear? The one they know, 
word for word. You really have to 
argue sometimes to get to tell them a 
new one. So you don’t have to worry 
a bit about going over and over a verse 
until they know it. You and the Junior 
teachers have life’s golden days for 
memorizing. Never again will it be as 
easy for.your scholars as it is in those 
years. So make the most of it. 

The scientific side of memorizing is 
interesting. We are told that oft re- 
peated things make a groove in the 
brain during formative years that can- 
not be erased. It is easy to believe this 
when you watch an aged person, whose 
memory has begun to fail badly. They 
forget the things that happened yester- 
day; they forget what they went to town 
for; they forget people’s names, even 
their own sometimes; but they can re- 
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member things they learned in child- 
hood, poems they repeated in school. 
They can do, things automatically that 
they have repeated for long years, but 
cannot learn a new thing that is very 
simple, 

Just how hard are you working at 
this memorizing business? How much 
of God’s Word are you trying to en- 
grave on that fresh, new little brain, 
never to be erased?

week-end rest after a training course. 
This was the main reason. However, 
the Japanese High Command mentally 
assumed that American seamen would 
be drinking and on Sunday would be 
crippled for fighting. 

“In fact, on Saturday and Saturday 
night before the attack, we aviators, lis- 
tening in on the Honolulu radio, felt 
sure that there would be very much 
drinking among American soldiers and 
seamen. It would be pay day, and the 
drinkshops would be running full steam. 
We heard jazz over the Honolulu radio 
all night long. 

“So we smiled. We knew very well 
that on the following Sunday morning 
there would be over-sleeping and unpre- 
paredness.” 





The invasion of the schools with this 
false science is well on its way. Just

New Approach” is described as offer- 
ing “techniques to help the release of 
tensions and the frustrations which 
sometimes cause the immature or ar- 
rested adolescent personality to seek 
such escape-mechanisms as bridge-play- 
ing, overeating, or alcoholism [all on a 
parity!]. The school emphasis should 
be to help the maladjusted child so that 
he may not in later life develop into an 
alcoholic.” The agencies suggested to 
this end are (not teaching about alcohol) 
“but clubwork, social and square dances, 
handicrafts, and the like, as a possible 
program for the prevention of alcohol- 
ism” (in later life). 

There is no space for more. I can 
only urge parents to wake, to watch, 
to protest, to take action; teachers to 
break the false science hypnosis which 
has put so many to sleep; churches to 
stir up their social service committees 
to inform themselves in the matter and 
not, through lack of intelligent study 
of the subject, to be used as cats’-paws 
by designing interests in the background. 
Temperance instruction in the schools 
must not be allowed to be eliminated or 
sterilized by default of counteraction. 

In “Wet Science Invades the Schools,” 
I have attempted to gather useful am- 
munition for the defense of honest tem- 
perance teaching in schools.

creature [human or superhuman], shall 
be able to separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” 
(Rom, 8:38, 39). 

The dangers from men pale before 
the dangers from the invisible world. 
One is quickly convinced of this who 
peers a little into the literature of de- 
monism and spiritism. 

The same change should be made in 
John 16:22, “Your joy no man [none] 
taketh from you,” and for the same rea- 
son, 

John 10:36.—Say ye of him, whom the 
Father hath sanctified, and sent into the 
world, Thou blasphemest; because I said, 
I am the Son of God? This was said at 
the Feast of the Dedication of the Tem- 
ple, “and Jesus walked in the temple” 
(v. 23). The portion of Scripture for 
this feast was Zechariah 6:15, “And ye 
shall know that the Lord of hosts hath 
sent me unto you.” This follows, “Be- 
hold the man whose name is The 
BRANCH; . and he shall bear the 
glory, and shall sit and rule upon his 
throne; and he shall be a priest upon his 
throne” (vs, 12, 13). 

Jesus was alluding to this prophecy 
when He used the word “sent.”

What Makes for Personal Worth? 
(Matt. 10:28-30)

HE estimated value of an individual 

varies considerably, depending upon 
who is making the evaluation. An edu- 
cator would be inclined to base his value 
of a man on his mental capacity or at- 
tainment. A politician would base his 
estimate on a man’s vote-getting ability. 
A chemist would tell us that a man is 
worth only a little more than a dollar, 
since his body is mostly water and is 
made up of small amounts of other cheap 
chemicals. A dictator values a man only 
as a military expendable. Perhaps some 
of us might be tempted to value another 
person on the basis of what that indi- 
vidual might do for us or give us, 

But if we want to get some true esti- 
mate of what an individual is worth, we 
must look at man through God's eyes. 
He alone sees man in his true light. All 
through God’s Word we glimpse the in- 
finite value that God places upon a hu- 
man individual. We see it first in the 
care with which God prepared this earth 
as a place in which man might live and 
fellowship with Him. In the account in 
Genesis of the creation of this earth, we 
see God’s loving provision for man. 
Finally, we see Him place man at the 
head of this creation and put into his 
hands dominion over every living thing 
upon the earth (Gen, 1:28-30). We see 
God’s concern for Adam’s happiness and 
well-being in the creation of his mate, 
and His provision for the fellowship of 
the pair with Himself.

Then after man’s fall and disobedience, 
when God justly could have wiped him 
out, we find instead that God searched 
out Adam and Eve and immediately set 
into motion the plan that had been laid 
from before the foundation of the earth 
for man’s redemption. The whole Bible 
is a record of the working out of this 
plan that cost the most precious thing 
that God had, His own Son, and His 
shameful death upon the cross, in order 
that a way might be found in which 
God’s boundless love and His unalterable 
justice and rgihteousness might meet 
and man might be spared the eternal 
death that he deserved because of his 
sin and disobedience. 

In God’s eyes, man is of inestimable 
worth because his salvation cost that 
unspeakable gift—the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is not strange, then, that all through 
the Lord’s earthly ministry, we should 
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find Ilim teaching man about the great 
value that the Father set upon him. In 
the Scripture portion chosen for this 
topic, the Lord reminds His disciples 
of God’s care and notice of a single 
sparrow, and He tells them that they, 
in the Father’s eyes, are worth more 
than many sparrows, 

He tells them that the very hairs of 
their head are numbered (Matt, 10:28- 
30). 

In Matthew 6:25, the Lord points to 
the fowls of the air that cannot sow and 
harvest, and yet are cared for and fed 
by the Heavenly Father. He points to 
the lilies of the field that have no abil- 
ity to work, and yet are clothed with 
incomparable beauty, and He draws the 
lesson that our Heavenly Father can 
and will clothe and feed and care for 
those who put their trust in Him. 

In Mark 8:32, the Lord speaks of one 
human soul outweighing the whole 
world in value, and in Philippians 2 we 
learn of the sevenfold downward humil- 
iation of the Lord Jesus, and in Hebrews 
12:2 of the joy with which He endured 
the Cross and despised the shame in 
order that He might redeem man to God.

Yes, man’s worth is seen in the value 
that God puts upon him, and those who 
have come to know of God's estimate’ of 
man through His revealed Word have 
in turn learned to place God’s value 
on man. It is only those who have 
turned away from God and have rejected 
the provision He has made in the Lord 
Jesus Christ who hold man as of little 
or no value. When we come to know 
the Lord Jesus as our personal Saviour, 
we begin to place His value upon other 
human beings, and in the light of that 
understanding, men are willing to go to 
the uttermost parts of the earth to carry 
the Gospel to others so that they, too, 
might have life through belief on God’s 
Son. It is this recognition of man’s value 
that drives men into jungles and across 
the sea to give the Good News to those 
who sometimes kill them, and persecute 
them, and often show no gratitude what- 
ever, but who, nevertheless, are precious 
in God’s sight and need to learn of the 
Saviour who loved them and gave Him- 
self for them,

By Wallace 
Wadsworth. (Rand McNally & Co., Chi- 
cago 5; $2.) A little, old fire engine that 
had been discarded, along with its driver, 
and then got the opportunity of help- 
ing to put out the largest fire the city 
ever had; a lazy automobile that got 
tired of being “pushed around”; a sad 
little switch engine that thought he 
would “grow up” to be a fine, big pas- 
senger engine some day; a plane that 
tried to fly to the sun, and brought 
honor to his pilot; a hungry power 
shovel that lost her appetite and just 
couldn’t eat any more dirt; a tractor 
that was given a holiday, but couldn’t 
stand being idle all day: and a little 
motorboat that at last succeeded in go- 
ing to school—these are the friends 
whose adventures are told in this truly 
modern story book that boys and girls, 
from four to ten years of age, will come 
to love. The book is beautifully deco- 
rated with four- and two-color pictures 
drawn by Paul Pinson. It has 72 pages, 
and measures 912x11%4 inches. 


Come Little Children and Two Little 
Eyes. By Virginia Baker. Pictures by 
Ray Lahikainen. (Moody Press, Chicago 
10; 20 cents each.) Out of a child’s 
every-day experiences the author has 
composed the delightful little verses in 
these two booklets. Each verse, though 
it be called, “Mother Can Bake,” or, “I 
Have a Little Garden,” calls attention 
to the need for gratitude to God for 
His provision, power, and care. On the 
cover of “Come Little Children” is the 
picture of a rollicking little girl, and 
the cover-picture of “Two Little Eyes” 
is that of a sweet little boy; but the 
poems in both books are equally suit- 
able for boys or girls. The colored pic- 
tures are most attractive, and the books, 
which measure 6x9 inches, would make 
lovely - gifts or awards for Beginners or 
Primaries. 


Body of Divinity. By John Gill, D.D. 
(Baker Book House, Grand Rapids 6, 
Mich., $10.) This is a new printing of 
the 1839 one-volume edition of a work 
that first appeared in three volumes in 
the years 1769 and 1770 near the close 
of Dr. Gill’s life. They who knew the 
author’s life and labors are on record 
as considering “Body of Divinity” to be 
his crowning achievement. John Gill 
was a Baptist pastor and of Calvinistic 
persuasion: The present 1022 double- 
columned pages contain the substance of 
what he delivered to his congregations 
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during the course of five or six years of 
preaching. Dr. Gill states in his intro- 
duction to the volume, “Having com- 
pleted an exposition of the whole Bible 
‘or I considered with myself what 
would be next best to engage in for the 
further instruction of the people under 
my care; and my thoughts led me to 
engage in a scheme of doctrinal and 
practical divinity. .. .” The result: a 
systematic, learned, evangelical exposi- 
tion of an exhaustive list of subjects 
having to do with Christian doctrine and 
Christian practice. Subjects treated, in 
great detail, include: the person and 
work of God and of Christ; the bless- 
ings and the doctrines of grace; the 
final state of man; the public and pri- 
vate worship cf God; and the ordinances. 
The point of view in the discussion of 
the return and reign of Christ is com- 
mendably premillennial. 

It is a far cry from the comparative 
shallowness of the twenty-minute homi- 
lies so prevalent in our time to the depth 
of these extensive discourses. Remem- 
bering that this material was listened 
to week by week, in the form of ser- 
mons, one is constrained to say, “There 
were theological giants in the churches 
in' those days, both in the pulpit and 
in the pew.” Today’s Bible students will 
do well to become intimately acquainted 
with this faithful stalwart of the past.
